DELIVERED INTO THE HANDS OF CIVIL 
CABINET EMPLOYES. 


Their Suspicions Were Aroused and an 
Examination of the Contents Was 
Made—Soon Rendered Harmless— More 
Particulars Regarding a Similar Ma- 
chine Received by Von Caprivi— 
Foreign. 


BERLIN, Nov. 28.—It now appears that Em- 
peror William on Saturday last also received 
an infernal machine from New Orleans sim- 
ilar to one which was sent to Chancellor Von 
Caprivi. The infernal machine sent to the 
Emperor was accompanied by a letter. Both 
machine and letter were deliveredat the 
office of the Emperor’s civil cabinet, where 
some of the employes became suspicious of 
the contents of the box, accidentally discov- 
ing its real nature and soon managed to 
render it harmless. 

Emperor William has not yet been in- 
formed of the fact that an infernal machine 
was sent to Chancellor Von Caprivi and con- 
sequently, itis believed that the fact that 
an infernal machine was sent to him as well 
as to the Chancellor has not yet deen com- 
municated to the Emperor. 

The French Government has promised the 
utmost assistance in tracing the persons 
concerned in sending the ma chines. An ex- 
perienced political detective, Hontausch, is 
investigating the case, but up to this time no 
clew could be found looking to the identity of 
the criminals. 

As in the case of the infernal machines sent 
to Emperor William, the concealed exp lo- 

| sive sent to the Chancellor was accompanied 
by a letter written in a free, bold hand, cov- 
\eninge pegeandan oghth. . From the post- 
marks it was judged that both the 
machines and the letters came from 
the town of Orleans. in France, 
and the police of that place ar e in active 
communication with the authorities of this 
city and are doing their utmost to discover 
the identity of the person or persons who 
forwarded the dangerous packages to Berlin. 

Chancellor Von Caprivi’s infernal machine 
provedto be similar totheone which was 
exploded at Spandau last summer, 

Chancellor Von Caprivi. upon entering the 
Reichstag to-day, was warmly congratulated 
upon his escape from death asa result of the 
discovery of the infernal machine rece ntly 
sent to him from France. 

The letter which accompanied the infernal 
machine which was sent to Chancellor Von 
Caprivi read as follows:

JAMES RUSSELL LOWELL. 


Unveiling of a Memorial Tablet at West- 
minster Abbey. 


Lonpon, Nov. 2.—The memorial tablet 
erected to the memory of the late James kus- 
sell Lowell in the Old Chapter house of West- 
minster Abbey by the subscriptions of his 
English admirers, was unveiled to-day with 
impressive ceremonies. Among those pres- 
ent was the United States Ambassador, the 
Hon. Thomas F. Bayard, who, during the 


course of his remarks, sami: 

I hold myself happy indeed to have been per- 
mitted in the Chapter House of Westminster and 
before an assemblage so distinguished and im- 
pressive, to be present when for the second time the 
name of an American is inscribed in this double 
sanctwary of religion and renown, containing 
already the bust of Longfellow, and where now are 
unveiled the windows and tabiet to the memory of 
James Russell Lowell, his brother poet, both from 
their kindred from beyond the sea. 

The forms of these two gifiedsons of America 
have been clasped to the bosom of the land that gave 
them birth and their ashes rest in peace at home, 
but the proof of their just fame has been wafted to 
and fro across the Atlantie, falling in clear 
musical upoa loving ears in 
the whose people 
speak tlie samme mother tongue of Longfellow and 
Lowell. Here, in the Abbey, their names are 
biended in goodly fellowship, worthy companions of 
that band sung by Wordsworth, whe gave us nobler 
lives and nobler cares. 

It is a fine, strong saying that ‘*Biood is thicker 
than water,’’ and every day proves howthe ties of 
common origin and ancestry are stronger than writ- 
ten treaties; and how inborn sympathies of race, 
in the end, can silence international discords and 
jealousies. 

Mr. Bayard then referred to the pleasure 
he felt at the fact that Lowell and himself 
spoke in this very chamber upon the occa- 
sions of the Stanley and Colridge unvellings 
and saia that he was glad indeed that this 
mark of honor to his countrymen was 
erected so soon, adding: 


The reproach of delay, so often just, cannot be 
made here, for here a brotherhood of letters have 
hastened with graceful, loving appreciation to give 
to buried merits its just memorial. 

It was his great and honorable purpose to bring 
the people of Great Britainand the United States 
into a better comprehension ef each other; to re- 
place suspicien by confidencé and ignorant animos- 
ity by friendly appreciation. He liked to call him- 
self a man of letters, and truly was a master 
of the English tongue and made his skill 
and knowledge an agency to isterpret the better 
feelings of both branches of the race wiio share its 
gioriesincommon. In Amerimn homes through- 
out the broad land over which the ensign of their 
country waves, a sense Of gtateful pride will be felt 
when they learn that the baue d fame of their 
fellow countryman, the poet, . statesman 
and patriot, has received atthe hands of the 
Britains this high. cribute of tin thelr most 
venerable temple of mationel’ religion, honor aod 
renown.

Unknown Two-Masted Schooner 
Foundered in Deep Water. 


Went Down Two and a Half Miles Off 
Swampscot. 


THE SINKING WITNESSED BY A NUMBER 
OF SPECTATORS. 


Vessel Completely Disappeared From 
Sight—No Trace Could Be Discovered 
by Best Glasses—Life Boat Gone to the 
Rescue—Vessel Aground Near Fire 
Island—Loss of Life in a Fire—Casual- 
ties. 


SWAMPSCOT, Mass., Nov. 28.—An unknown 
two-masted schooner foundered in deep 
water two and a half miles off here this after- 
noon. The wind was blowing a gale in shore 
at the time and the vessel completely disap- 
peared from sight. No trace of the vessel 
could be discovered. She was frst sighted off 
Kehoe’s fish market through a glassanda 
large number of terror-stricken spectators 
saw the final actin the tragedy. A lifeboat 
from the Humane Society’s station has put 
off for the scene in the hope of rescuing some 
of the vessel’s crew, if any remain above 
water.

A New Orleans Letter Carrier Tells of 
Its Horrors. 
From the New Orleans Pieayune. 

Robert Gernon is the mail carrier who de- 
livers letters tu the inmates of the lepers’ 
hospital. He goes there almost every day, 
and brings letters away as well as delivers 
them. He has been an observer of the work- 
ings and ways of the hospital, and does not 
give accounts very favorable to the manage- 
ment. 


have felt uneasy for a long time, said 
Mr. Gernon, on account of having to de- 
liver letters to the lepers and mix with them, 
for I am told the terrible disease is in a 
measure contagious. I have seen enough to 
satisſy me that things ought to be changed out 
there, and that the way the hospital is mane 
aged and carried on is not only unjust to the 
suffering inmates, but tothe people in the 
neighborhood of the hospital. I have seen 
the inmates of the lepers’ hospital at: least 
twelve blocks away from the hospital, mix- 
ing with the people on the streets.

TO END TH: FEAST. 


Various Dainty and Simple Desserts Are 
Here Suggested. 


If dinner has been successful, then it 1s 
a mistake tospoil the memory ofits good- 
ness by a poor dessert; it dinner has not 
been successful then the only way for the 
housewife to redeem her reputation is by a 
dessert which will banish the memory of 
watery soup, underdone meat and overdone 
vegetables. In any case dessert should be 


delicious. Here are some rules which will 
help to make it so: 

Apple Cream—Peel andcore six large ap- 
ples; boil them ina little water until soft 
enough to press througha sieve. Sweeten 
and flavor. Have ready the whites of five 
eggs beatentoa froth. Mix this with the 
apples. Serve with cream or thin boiled 
custard, 

Floating Isliand—Beat the whites of six 
eggs toa stiff froth, and cook in a kettle of 
boiling water for about ten minutes. Beat the 
olks until they are light; sweeten and pour 
ntoa quart of boiling milk. Cook until of 
the consistency of boiled cugard. Flavor. 
When the custard is cool cut the froth, which 
has been previously laid upon a sieve, into 
small squares and lay these on the custard. 

Coffee Jelly—Soak half a box of gelatinein 
acup ofcoid water for an hour. Add two 
cups of boiling water, one of sugar and one 
ot strong coffee. Strain into a mold. When 
cold serve with whipped cream. 

Orange Cream—One pint of cream 
whippea stiff, three yolks of eggs, one 
cup of powdered sugar, a half-package 
of gelatine soaked in a cup of cold 
water, juice of two oranges, 
rind of one orange, one cup of boil- 
ing water. Stir the soaked gelatine 
the boiling water. Mix the juice, rind 
and sugar together, and pour the boiling 
liquid overthem, Strain and stir the beaten 
— Heat quickly within a vessel of boll- 
ng water, stirring constantly to prevent 
curdling. Set aside until cold and slightly 
stiff; then whip in the frothed cream. Weta 
mold, fill and set on ice.

Henry VIIL Was a Leader of Fashion in 
His Day. 


From a History of English Dress by G. Hill. 
Gorgeousness Of apparel attained its 
apogee during the Tudor period. When 
Henry VIII. received the Venetian ambassa- 
dor at Richmond the King’s dress was thus 
described by His Excellency Sebastiano 
Giustiniana: He woreacapof crimson vel- 
vet, the brim looped up all round with 
lacets, which had gold enameled tags. His 


doublet was striped alternately with white 
and crimson. satin, and his hose 
were scarlet, slashed from the knee 
upwards. Round his neck he haa 
a gold collar, from which hung a round, cut 
diamond the size of the largest walnut Jever 
saw, and to this was suspended a very large 
round pearl. His .mantie was of purple vei- 
vet. lined with white satin, with a train 
verily more than four Venetian yards in 
length, and girt im front, ko a gown, witha 
thick gold cord, from which hung large 
glands entirely of gold, like those suspended 
from cardinals’ hate. Over this mantle was 
a handsome gold collar with a pendant st. 
George entirely of Giamonds, and beneath it 
a pouch of cloth gold, which covered a dag-

POWDERLY IS OUT. 


The Once Powerful Chief of the K. of L. 
Turned Down. 


AN EXCITING SCENE PRECEDED HIS DEP- 
OSITION, 


Labor Commissioner Sovereign of Iowa, 
His Successor—The Cause of the Mas- 
ter Workman's Downfall—He Had Be- 
come Autooraticand Unpopular—What 
He Says of the Assembly’s Action. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 28.—Terrence V. 
Powderly, for so many years, as General 
Master Workmen of the Knights of Labor, 
the chief of the most powerful labor associa- 
tion in the world, bas been put aside. James 
R. Severeign of Iowa was elected head of the 
order yesterday afternoon by a vote of 23 to 
8; James Campbell of Pittsburg being his 
opponent, 0 

After the long and exciting battle 
which led to the deposition of 
Powderly the session yesterday evening was 
quiet and uneventful. General Worthy Fore- 
man Bishop occupied thechair. Upon as- 
sembling the delegates announced the fol- 
lowing nominations for a General Executive 
Board, three of whom were to be elected: 
II. B. Martin, Minnesota; J. W. Kenna, Indi- 
ana; James McGuire, District of Columbia; 
T. Ohonforker, Maryland; J. Robinson, 
Indiana; D. L. Roy, Sonth Dakota; S. C. 
French, Massachusetts. 8 

Martin with 24 votes and Kenna and Roy. 
each with 18 were declared elected. T. B. 
Maguire of New York was elected on Friday, 
making acomplete board of four. The next 
business was the resumption of balloting on 
Mr. Powderly’s resignation, which was ac- 
cepted by 28 to 138 votes. James R. Sov- 
ereign, James Campbell and T. B. Maguire 
were then nominated for the office, but Ma- 
guire withdrew. Only one ballot Was taken; 
this resulted as follows: Sovereign 23, 
Campbell 3. The news of his election was 
immediately telegraphed to Mr. Sovereign, 
who is expected to be present before ad- 
journment of the general assembly. 

Powderly was seen by pressjrepresentatives 
soon after the election of Sovereign was 
made public. He greeted the reporters with 
the following exclamation: ‘‘The King is 
dead! Long live the King!“ As to the action 
ot the assembly Mr. Powderly said: 

„Mr. Sovereign willi have no heartier sup- 
port by any individual of the orderthan he 
will receive from me. He iseminently worthy

friends of mine and 0 

was determined to stand b be- 
lieved my proposition was the right one, and 
rather than see my friends fall alone I was 
willing to go down with them. The order 
is indebted to me about 000, 
but lam not uneasy about that. I shall re- 
main in the order and do what 1 can for its 
benefit. In the general assembly I denounced 
the charges made against me by Mr. Hayes 
and was sustained by the NN so upon 
the whole I feel very well satisfied. 

Since the passing of Powderly, the mem. 
bers of the General Assembly talk freely of 
the events which caused the once popular 
la bor chieftain to step down and out. It is 
explained that the order has decreased in 
membership the st few years, and that 
this fact has permitted the ambitious men in 
the K. of L. to get the upper hand. Powderly 
has, even his friends admit, 6 a a great 
deal in recent years, and has lost much of 
his hold on the rank and file of the order. 

The fight on Powderiy came on the election 
of members of the Executive Board, the con. 
trolling committee of the organization. The 
constitution of the order gives to the Gen- 
| eral Master Workman the power to present a 
list of names from which the Gen. 
ral Assembly must select these om- 
| cers by ballot. This proton Diaces great 

powers in the hands of the chief. When the 
time for election came Powderly presented 
a list, all of whom were hig friends, Among 
were Deviin and Wright. These 
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two men were violently opposed by the ma- 
jority of the convention, and before the bal- 
lots were cast the Powderly opposition put 
up a slate of its own tobe voted for. This 
was on Saturday last. 

Six ballots were taken, all resulting in no 
choice; the three names putup by the oppo- 
sition, H. B. Martin, James McQuirk and J. 
M. Kenney, being elected on each bailot, but 
Powderly refusing to declare their election 
on the grounds that they were not among 
those nominated by him and they could not, 
according to the constitution, be elected, 

After each ballot and adverse decision by 
Powderly the delegates sprang to their feet 
and denounced him in unmeasured terms 
for endeavoring to bulldoze the convention 
by trying to force upon them men whom they 
would net vote fur por have: 

In bitter terms ho was need for put- 
ting ip nomipation men whom the finance 
committee charged with having abused their 
offices for their own personal profitand ad- 
vancement. 

The ballots and bitter denunciation of 
Powderly continued throughout the morning 
and afternoon sessions. Atabout 4 o’clock 
after the last ballot had been taken a resolu- 
tion was offered doing away with the rest of 
the Executive Board, leaving the General 
Master Workman, General Worthy Foreman, 
Secretary-Treasurer and T. B. MeGulre, the 
member of tbe board elected Friday, to con- 
stitute the entire board. 

The resolution if carried would leave 
Powderly with anempty office and helpless 
in the hands of his enemies, Hayes, Bishop 
and McGuire. At the request, however, of 
Powderly, who pleaded that before a vote 
was taken he wished to read to the conven- 
tion a document, the resolution was tabled, 

This was not done, however, until Pow- 
derly had been again flercely assailed by del- 
egates of both factions. One delegate 
shouted: 

Terry, you have had thechance to see that we 
will stay here all winter if necessary, and that you 
cannot and shall not force upon us men for whom 
we will not vote. Giveusthe names of honest and 
representative men, and we will vote for them, but 
ifyoucontinue your present course we will take 
from the table the resolution devosing you. 

Powderly shouted back: 

**T will stand or fall with these men. 

Upon this a delegate novad to take the 
resolution deposing Powderly from the table. 
The motion was greeted with shouts of: 

That is right.’’ 

**Depose him. 

At this moment, as the motion doing away 
with the three members ofthe Executive 
Board was about to be put and followed by 
motion of deposition, Powderly weakened. 
With tears in his eyes be begg2d the conven- 
tion to defer their action untilhe could read 
a document which he held in bis hand. 

Tne convention, anticipathmg what was 
coming granted him the desired permission. 
Leaving the chair and stepping to the front 
of the platform Powderly reat his resigna- 
tion. The following is an eltract from the 
document: 

Jean see that I am r here: that I have 
lost my hold. You may, if you wih, pass both of 
these resolutions, buildon’tthinbitig fair. First 
you deposed me, then re-elected ind installed me, 
and I fully beifeved that this was. vindication, but 
now I see that youinsistupon yor pound of flesh. 
You charge me with saying that Ive worn out m 
usefulness and say that you take mat my word. 
cannot drop Devlin and A. W. Vright. lcannot 
explain why, butitis impossible o drop them. I 
therefore ask this convention notto depose me but 
to permit me to resign. 

At the conclusion of this rading twenty- 
four delegates were on their bet clanroring 
forthe floor, Une was recomized, andina 
ringing speech moved that theresignation be 
accepted. 

Another moved that the reblution depos- 
ing Powderly should be takenfrom the table 
and passed, declaring that sua a man should 
receive no mercy, nothing butjustice, at the 
hands of the convention. [wenty men 
seconded the latter motion. 

This terrible defeat and the agerness with 
which his enemies clamored or his de posi- 
tion rather than his resignaion evidently 
frightened N for wth trembling 
hands he grabbed his hat amd witha pale 
face rushed from the hall. 

Fora moment the conventon was silent 
and then broke into a great cher. Baffled at 
every turn and even denied ue right to re- 
sign and escape rebuke, tne on autocrat of 
a great organization had givenup the battle. 

Since its organization in 186 the Knights 
of Labor has had three chiefs-its founder, 
Uriah Stevens, Terrence V. Povderly and J. 
k. Sovereign. In Stevens’ timethe name and 
existence of the order were knnen only to its 
membership. Upon his death about eigh- 
teen years ago, Powderly Decane the head of 
the organization, and has remained continu- 
ously in office up to the electioiof Sovereign.

Boles was inaugurated in 1890 he 
appointed Sovereign State Labor Commis- 
sioner, which place he has since held. 

Mr. Sovereign ran for Congress in the 
Eleventh District in 1882 and in the Eighth 
in 1886, both times on the Greenback ticket.

Sovereign joined the 
Knights of Labor at storm Lake, lIo., 
in 1882. He was a delegate to and 
attended nine consecutive general assem- 
blies and was a delegate tothe last one, but 
did not attend. He has been State Master 
Workman for five or six years past. 

When Gov. Boles made his second cam- 
aign for Governor Mr. Sovereign made an 
ssue in the campaign by the Republican 
press. In his biennial report as Labor Com- 
missioner, he stated the farmers 
of the State where they hired labor to 
perform the work lost 67 cents 
an acre upon their corn crops. Gov. Boles, 
in a speech in New York City, quoted this 
from the report. The Republican press 
branded it as a He, and went into 
rural districts and fought the campaign with 
it. The farmers went to Oguringand found 
Sovereign was right and voted for Gov. 
Boles reelection, Bitter attacks were made 
upon Mr. Sovereign. He was called ‘‘Prince 
Albert’’ because he dresses in that kind of 
coat.

THE NEW TARIFF BILL. 

The new tariff bill, as prepared by the 
Ways and Means Committee, isa measure 
designed to raise revenue and liberate 
commerce from the ruinous restrictions 
imposed by the stupid McKinley law. The 
new rates proposed are not high enough to 
enable any trust to make unearned profits 
behind the customs wall, 

The most salutary feature of the new bill 
is undoubtedly the long listof raw ma- 
terials placed upon the free list. Wool, 
iron ore, coal and lumber, the four ar- 
ticles which lie at the base of industry, 
are admitted free of duty. This will be of 
immense advantage to manufacturers, who 
have hitherto been bothered with onerous 
taxes which hindered production and kept 
American goods out of foreign markets. 
The stimulus of free raw materials will 
probably beso great that duties on fin- 
ished products may again be lowered in 
the near future without detriment to any 
‘legitimate interest. 

But most important of all, according to 
the estimates, the bill leaves a deficit of 
some $50,000,000 to be made up from other 
sources. Asinternal taxes cannot be in- 
creased much, if any, without lowering 
the refenue, the deficit will have to be 
met by an income tax. The fault of the 
bill is that the scope of the in- 
come tax is limited to the ridicu- 
lously small sum of §650,000,000. But 
on this we may hope that when experience 
demonstrates the virtue of the small meas- | 
ure of freer trade granted, there will be a 
demand for further reductions and enlarge- 
ment of the free list. At the same time 
there is reason to believe that there has 
been an underestimate of the revenue pos- 
sibilities of the income tax. It will prob- 
ably yield much more than the anticipated 
deficit and if so there will be no exouse for 
maintaining customs, duties at the level 
fixed by this bill. The gradual substi- 
tution of the income tax, the tax upon 
wealth rather than upon production 
and consumption, is thus made possible. 

In 1846 the Walker bill, called a free 
trade law, was enacted, and under it the 
country prospered and increased at a rate 
unequaled before or since. So well under- 
stood was this that a measure still mor 
radical was passed in 1857, and its merit 
was acknowledged by no less a protection- 
ist authority than James G. Blaine. There 
is every reason to believe that we shall re- 
peat this experience. We shall do so if 
the assaults of special interests are suc- 
cessfully repelled,

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COSTLY FAILURES. 

In a parliamentary debate not long ago 
Lord George Hamilton declared that Great 
Britain could not survive 
blockade. She has only three months’ 
supply of food on hand and can not, in 
the nature of things, carry more than this. 

This alone is enough to account for the 
anxiety concerning the state of her navy. 
England is a little island dependent for 
her prosperity upon her colonies and her 
commerce. She is not self-supporting, 
and can not carry on a war for any length 
of time without a strong navy. Her su- 
premacy, perhaps her existence as a first- 
class nation, depends upon the ability of 
her navy to overcome the combined force 
of all the nations which are likely to unite 
against her. 

Because of this really perilous condition 
itis imperatively necessary to spend any 
quantity of money in new inventions and 
getting the best kind of marine war en- 
gines. She must keep the lead. Millions 
are spent in costly failures in order that 
now and then a really effective gun or 


is approved by all classes of her citizens, 
because all know that it is almost, if not 
quite, a matter of national life or death, 

No such considerations can be urged in 
favor of huge appropriations for an Ameri- 
can navy. We can live forever on the 
product of our own soil and our commerce 
was long ago swept from the seas by the 
deadly fire of fool“ legislation. We have 
little or nothing to protect on the high 
seas. A few swift cruisers like the Co- 
lumbia and some coast defense boats will 
satisfy all the requirements of a safe and 
wise policy. 

For this reason we would do well to let 
England spend her money making experi- 
ments, and when need eomes adopt the 
ideas in naval construction and gunnery 
which she finds of practical worth. It is 
folly for us to sow bushels and reap grains. 

Counsel of this sort is worth consider- 
ing by the people in these days when the 
aggressive pseudo American spirit is 
abroad and large appropriations are de- 
manded to build ships which are likely to 
be expensive blunders, like so many we 
now have on hand.

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The scheme originated in a reso- 
lution adopted by the City Coun- 
cil some meetings ago which was 


forwarded tothe Board of Public Improve- 
ments and referred to the street Commis- 
sioner for a report. Maj. Murphy states 
two questions present themselves: Is the 
scheme practicable?’’ ‘‘What would be the 
effect and cost thereof?’’ 

In answering the first question he says 
it must be remembered that the streets in 
this city are not laid out as intersecting each 
other at right angles, running either from 
north to south or from east to West, but that 
the plan of thecity isvery irregular, and 
that many streets in the city run either from 
southeast to northwest or from southwest to 
northeastand cannot be considered north 
and south or east and west streets. Broad- 
way, Gravois avenue, Old Manchester road, 
Manchester avenue and the entire north- 
western part of the city being situated north- 
east of Bircher street and Florri- 
sant avenue, and between Grand avenue 
and the northern city limits come under that. 
classification. No attempt has been made 
to identify the course of these streets. 

In naming the streets of the city the plan 
of numberingthe houses should be achered 
to. The house numbering system now in 
force was reorganized in 1883 and up tothe 
present date has given satisfaction. About 
22,400 certificates of house numbers and 18,000 
signs were putup by the Street Department 
under it. He then describesthe system of 
100 numbers being allotted to each biock. 

The impracticability of giving Broadwayia 
number is next shown; also Gravois avenue, 
which runs both east and west and north and 
south; Florissant avenue, Old Manchester 
road and Manchester avenue. 

The names of these streets should be re- 
tained. 

The territory embracing tho former city of 
Carondelet has a separate system of house 
numbers which will be changed entirely. 

As to the cost of the scneme, the Street 
Commissioner continues: ‘‘If the resolution 
ofthe honorable City Council was strictly 
carried out, all house numbers of the streets 
running east and west will be changed. 

If carried out to conform to the house num- 
ber system, the plan could not be made per- 
manent, because there is no fixed plan of the 
city, and nobody knows how the streets of 
the city will be opened or dedicated in the 
future. 

Parties sub-dividing always lay out the 
streets in such a manner as is best for their 
interests. Under the proposed system streets 
to be opened or dedicated could not be pro- 
vided for, and an entire revolution would 
also be wrought in the house numbering 
system. 

In all the departments of the city govern- 
ment, where plats or indexes to street 
names are used the necessary changes must 
be made. The same will have to be done 
by private firms, such as city surveyors, 
title investigators, real estate men in regard 
to their records, and by everybody else hav- 
ing his address on his stationery or office 
material. The questien will also arise 
whether parties that have put up their house 
number signs according to certificates issued 
by this department or in conformity with the 
ordinances relating to house numbers can be 
forced to change the same at their own ex- 


nse, 
The following conclusion is reached from 
the above: 

„„The resolution of the Honorable City 
Council, if amended so as to conform to the 
house number system and allowing inter- 
mediate streets, can be carried out, but such 
plan would necessarily involve the continu- 
ous change of house numbers; further- 
more, the time would come when such plan 
especialiy in the western part of the city, not 
yet subdivided, would not be adapted tothe 
plan of the city, and would have to be revised 
and corrected. It would be well to reflect 
whether the benefits derived would be equiv- 
alent for the Jabor and costtothecity and 
the public interests affected thereby.’’ 

Maj. Murphy roughly estimates the cost of 
the change to be about $20,000.

LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 28.—Once in a great 
while justice overtakes a rich and influential 
rascal and overcomes the strongest of polit- 
ical pulls. Prison doors have at last closed 
upon one of these in the person of Charles W. 
Mosher, one of the best known men in Ne- 
braska. For ten years «Mosher las 
been the absolute boss of. the Repub- 
lican party of Nebraska. He has 
bee n on the inside of all the ‘‘rings,’’ all the 


jobs and allthe booms. No one has ques- 
tioned his corrupt and venal nature, but by 
sheer force of brains he has remained the 
foremost man of his party. He has been 
President of the Capital National Bank of 
Lincoln. Heobtuined year after year the 
convict labor contract, by the terms of 
which he was paid bythe State instead of 

ying the State. He has furnished the 

tate institutions with fuel, with material 

and with funds. He has signed the bond of 
nearly every State officer and therefore the 
State funds always remained in his bank. If 
any building was done by the State Mosher 
always received the contract. He held the 
State in his grasp.

are entirely unknown to the plaintiff.

He took every Oppor- 
tunity to go South in searchof his rival, 
whom he desired to meet on the field of bat - 
tle and to slay orto be slain. He went with 
‘his company nearty all over the South, but 
all his efforts to locate the alleged guilty pair 
proved fruitless. From the day she left until 
now he has never heard a word of either his 
wife or her alleged lover. Wnen the war 
was over Green again enlisted in the army 
and served with credit and honor until about 
four months ago, when, after a period of 
over thirty consecutive years of service he 
was given his honorable discharge, with the 
pension of a non-commissioned officer.

AN UNFORTUNATE FAMILY. 


That of August Scriba, Who Suicided at 
San Francisco. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—The family of August 
Scriba, who committed suicide on Sunday in 
a Golden Gate avenue lodging-house at San 
Francisco, are well known in Central New 
York and at one time owned nearly all of 
Oswego Oounty, the boundary line of their 
property being the center of Oneida Lake,

Decision in the Case of Swift & Co. 
Against the Reading Railway. 


CHICAGO, III., Nov. 28.—In the case of Swift 
4 Co. vs. the Philadelphia 4 Reading Rau- 
road Co., Judge Grosscup has sustained the 
demurrer. This decision is regarded as im- 
portant from the bearing it will mave on 
interstate commerce litigation. Action was 
commenced separately in the State Court 
more than a year ago by several firms for the 
recovery of excessive charges. These rates 
have meanwhile been paid under protest, 
The suit of Swift vs. the heading was soon 
removed to the United States Courts. 
The Federal Court sustains the demurrer on 
the ground that the State Court has no jur- 
isdietion to determine the reasonableness of 
rates on interstate commerce. There is no 
common law of the United States which con- 
trois rates and the common law of the States 
does not apply without those States, Action 
must hereafter go out of the tederal courts 
to where the roads have their management

Prussia those exempt are under 900 marks 
($214.28). Saxony wants toexempt all below 
800 marks ($190.40), which would abolish 
the lowest five grades at present. 


The taxes on the smallest grades are very 
small, from 19 to 40 cents. Their removal 
would relieve 48 per cent of all persons tax ed 
and reduce the total income tax only 3 r 
cent. All these paying the grades of fox 
above the 
voters—that is all who pay on 
incomes of $142.80 or over. To 
take the tax of theincomes up to $166.60, or 
off the lowest five grades, would relieve 66 
per cent of all those taxed and cost the State 
ay 74% per cent of the total income tax. 

The tax comes heaviest on the middle 
Classes. Incomes of $785 pay a tax of $18 and 
incomes of $1,499 a tax of $45. Teachers, 
small tradesmen and mechanics, the back- 
bone of the nation, Consul Mon- 
aghan says, pays a tax of $6, or 
$10. The Conservatives of Germany pro- 
pose to abolish the tax on the middle classes 
and leave the very high and very low rates. 
It is proposed to cover losses by reductions 
on theseirates by increase in the higher 
rates on incomes above $2, 284. 80. 
Last year taxes on income 
above this amount yielded 86 per cent of the 
total income tax, the rate being 8 per cent 
onthe income. Any increase to (or 4% on 
these grades wouldcover deficits on lower 
grades and this proposal is said to be accept- 
able to the conservatives. 

The imposition ofan imperial income tax 
on top of these royal or ducal 
income taxes, as has been proposed, 
could hardly be collected. Mr, Monaghan 
thinks it would drive capital from the 
country. In Saxony small incomes pay from 
1-5 tol per cent, while the rich pay no more 
than 8 per cent. 

The Consul says: It has worked very 
successfully and has in the main yielded safe 
and certain results, with little loss and less 
complaint.’’ 

The total revenue from incomes in Saxony 
is $4,565,711, the number taxed being 1,398,686, 
Under the head of income everything that 
comes yearly on the credit side df a man’s 
aecount istaxed.

THE RAWHIDE GUN, 


Much Lighter Than Steel and Apparently 
Just as Safe. 


From Hardware. 

They have been testing Frederick La 
Tulip's remarkable rawhide gun up fn the 
Onondaga Valley. The piece was placed in 
position and pointed toward a bluff at a 
range of about fifty rods. The gun was 


pitched ten degrees. A half pound of powder 
andathree pound shot were rammed into 
the barrel. The string was pulled and, to 
the visitors loaged behind trees and abut- 
ments, the report was deafening. When they 
observed the gun to be still intact, they re- 
alned a little confidence, and at the next 
ischarge stood uncomfortably close to the 
weapon. At the first test the gun only re- 
coiled six inches. The next charge was in- 
creased to three-quarters pound of powder, 
and the recoil noted at this discharge was 
nine inches. Inthe other tests the charge 
was enlarged to a pound. Thethird time 
the piece was fired the bullet ploughed 
a ee furrow in the * above 
the cli Then more tests — made 
and the gun showed no evidence of having 
bulged a particle. At no time was the recoil 
more than a foot. An ordinary gun weighs 
1,600 pounds, while the La Tulip piece tips 
the scale at only 453 pounds. ‘his vast dit- 
ference is, of Course, accredited to the 
rawhide which constitutes more than 
half of the An average 
man can easily li * “it from the floor, 
The bore is two and a half inches in 
diameter. A steel Dand three-quarters of an 
inch in thickness encircies it; and this band 
is reinforced by a tube of rawhide two and 
a Halt inches thick. The rawhide is durable 
and as hard as the Steelitselfand is well 
shrunk on to the inner tube. Over this layer 
of rawhide isa jacket of wire wound to a 
thickness of three-eighths of an inch.“

MAY CAUSE TROUBLE. 


Terminal Engineers Who Became Tower: 
men Want the Old Positions. 


There is trouble brewing again for the St. 
Louis Terminal Association, and if General 
Manager Ramsey does not nip it inthe bud 
there is likely to be a general tie up in the 
Union Depot and East St. Louis yards. Ac- 
cording to switchmen, it appears 


thatthe trouble Cates back as far as 1886, 
when the automatic switch towers were 
erected in East St. Louis and St. Louls. 
When these towers were erected six en- 
gineers left their engines to accept pos! 
tions in the tower-houses, with the 
understanding, they claim, that 
they could take charge of their 
engines again whenever their hours were 
changed or salary reduced. It seems now 
that they are compelled to work twelve hours 
a day instead of eight and their wages have 
been cut. They now want their old positions, 
it is claimed.

If the 
men are now restored to their old positions 
the switchmen, firemen, brakemen and 
engineers claim that they will refuse to re- 
ceive any of the cars handled by 
the St. Louis Terminal Association.
